LONDON, March 10 (ALN).—

THE DOCK STRIKE ISSUE 


THE NEW YORK dock tieup that began last Thurs- 
day in protest against another Taft-Hartley injunction points 
up again the union-busting conspiracy aimed at the Inter- 
national Longshoremen’s Association. Almost six months 
have passed since the contract of the ILA expired. But in- 
stead of a settlement, only more maneuvers and delaying 
tactics to sharpen the strife on the waterfront are in sight. 
‘Only the shipowners are happy. 

At first a contract was held up when the government, 
encouraged by the AFL's leaders, obtained an 80-day. T-H 
injunction. Then the new delays began on NLRB procedure 


for a representation election. When the election took place, | 


Governor Dewey joined the AFL in challenging the vote 
and ILA majority. While settlement was held up, the AFL, 
aided by the state and NLRB, began disruptive and divisive 
moves at the piers to undermine the ILA and even invoke 
a Teamsters boycott. _ 

When the ILA retaliated, the NLRB again stepped in 
to get an injunction—and only against the ILA. When ILA 
members protested, the NLRB moved for a contempt ci- 
tation and a $100,000 fine against the union. Rarely has 
union-busting by the government been so open and brazen. 
Dewey is most responsible for the situation and for the 
. heavy cost it has already caused to the longshoremen. 

Under the circumstances, the longshoremen have no 
recourse but to renew the move for the strike that was to 
resume after the 80-day injunction expired last Christmas,
